year. The curriculum in these two 
grades embraces all courses, includ- 
ing the physical training provided 
in American public schools. But in 
addition our children are acquainted, 
by periods of practical instruction in 
factories, with the meaning and 
methods of industrial production. 
We seek to impress upon them in 
this way a full comprehension of the 
necessity of labor and the relations 
of industries:to communal prosper- 
ity. Eventually we shall establish 
special educational workshops in 
connection with polytechnic teach- 
ing, but for the present the blockade 
renders this out of the question. 


Individual Talents Developed. 

“After completing his obligatory 
schooling the boy (or girl, as the 
case may be) is at liberty to enter 
upon special studies, including sci- 
ence, art, drama or music, or to go 
to the university. Every opportuni- 
ty is afforded for the development of 
individual talents. The Soviet < art 
schools have four times the number 
of students than before the revolu- 
tion. There are 18 people’s acade- 
mies of music in Petrograd and 19 in 
Moscow, besides numerous so-called 
studios designed to prepare aspirants 
for the stage. 

“As for regular universities, we 
have 17 where the Czar had seven. 
This figure does not include special 
colleges for teachers and peasantry 
or agricultural universities. Univer- 
sity students, as well as those in the 
art or other specialist schools, re- 
ceive a subsidy amounting in Mos- 
cow to 3400 rubles a month—which, 
while not a living wage under the 
present conditions, is sufficient to 
enable them to devote a considerable 
part of their time to studying.” 

I inquired what there was to pre- 
vent lazy individuals from escaping 
less agreeable forms of work by en- 
rolling as students. 

“We have foreseen that danger,” 
Lounatcharsky replied, with .a quiet 
smile. “It is béing countered by an 
insistence upon results. We figure 
that, inasmuch as a bricklayer may 
reasonably be expected to lay a cer- 
i tain number of bricks in a specified 
time, so an art student, for instance, 
may with equal reason be required 
to reveal his talent in the shape of 
some definite achievement within a 
certain period. 

“Tf he has not done so, he is told 
to take up some other kind of en- 
deavor.”’ 

“What about university examina- 
tions?” I asked, having in mind the 
Bolsheviks’ suppression of all such 
impediments to a higher education. 


Not All Examinations Abolished. 


“We've found it expedient to re- 
vert to them to a certain extent. Our 
object, and it was a good one, was 
to enable individuals desirous of in- 
structing themselves along certain 
lines to have the real benefit of at- 
tendance at the university lectures 
without hindrance. But where a cer- 
tain preliminary knowledge is im- 
perative, such as in_ laboratory 
courses, aspirants are examined be- 
fore being admitted, because without 
some acquaintance’ with the subject 
in question they could not hope to 
understand what was being taught.

Whether Clark would 
thus have fallen short of getting the popular 
vote which Wilson got, there is no way to de- 
termine. 

“Bryan's malicious slanders did it.” is Clark’s 
explanation of his failure to land the nomination 
at Baltimore.

HE Rev. Father E. A. Casey 
T cours now deceased) was pastor of the 
Catholic Church at Montgomery City.. One 
of his parishioners, a Mr. Donovan, was a big 
business man in St. Louis, who had a fine stock 
farm near Montgomery, where he bred and 
trained trotting horses for both pleasure and 
profit.

Twain,” in honor of the great humorist and phil- 
osopher, and which colt Father Casey deemed a 
world-beater.

FIXING THE GERMAN INDEMNITY. 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out several months 
ago that the greatest obstacle to the economic peace 
and recovery of Germany, and therefore of Central 
Europe, was the indefiniteness as to the amount and 
time of payment of the Germany indemnity; that if 
Germany were compelled to face an indefinite future, 
knowing that the more she produced the more would 
be demanded, no restoration was possible. 

The allies themselves admitted this, not in the 
treaty, but in Clemenceau’s letter to Brockdorf-Rant- 
zau of June 17, 1919, wherein it was suggested a lump 
sum might be arrived at, if Germany desired, within 
four monthd after signing the treaty. The four 
months passed with no proposals forthcoming and 
apparently the offer lapsed. 

In the Manchester Guardian of March 12 it is de- 
clared that the Supreme Council has renewed its ef- 
forts to settle this problem and has again proposed 
to~Germany immediate action, fixing the amount

“THE POWER TO CONCLUDE PEACE. 

The purpose of Republican leaders in the House 
to pass a resolution récognizing the existence of a 
state of peace between the United States and Ger- 
many, independent of, but preserving our rights 
under, the treaty of Versafiles, raises at once the 
question whether Congress alone possesses such pow- 
er under the Constitution. ._Im the absence of prece- 
dent search must be made in the minutes of the con- 
stitutional convention and in contemporaneous utter- 
ances. : 

The Constitution, while confiding to Congress the 
right to declare war, designates the President as 
Commander in Chief of the armed forces to carry it 
on and “he shall have power, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to make treaties, provided 
two-thirds of the Senators ‘present concur.” The 
framers of the Constitution did not contemplate any 
other mode of making peace than by treaty, which the 
President should negotiate and the Senate approve. 

In Madisen’s Journal of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion it is set out that on Aug. 17, 1787, the provision 
authorizing Congress “to make war” was up for dis- 
cussion. Mr. Mason of Virginia moved to substitute 
“declare” for “make,” which was accepted, in order 
that it would be understood that Congress was not 
authorized to “conduct” war. Mr. Butler moved to! 
give Congress the power to make peace, as well as' 
| war. Mr. Gerry seconded him. On the specific mo-, 
tion for adding “and peace” after “war,” it was unani-| 
mously negatived. Further, on Sept. 7 following, the |

Gen. Pershing, testifying before the Military Af- 
fairs Committee of the House, admitted the frequent 
embarrassment of the nurses in the performance of | 
their duties by reason of their anomalous position 
and expressed his unqualified approval of giving them 
definite authority within their peculiar spheres. At 
the same hearing it was pointed out that the Canadian 
and Australian Governments had extended rank to 
their nurses, with the most satisfying results. 

This problem presented itself to the United States 
during the great war, but the War Department was 
not willing to yield its professional prejudices. It 
did finally concede to the nurse a grade above all 
noncommissioned officers and below the West Point 
cadet. But this merely left her suspended some- 
where between civilian and soldier, while dentists, 
veterinarians and other noncombatant classes were 
definitely recognized. | 

If the present measure passes she will be formally | 
identified as a part of the army, she will possess the.

The disposition in Arizona to believe that Mr.

Having no party of 
their own any more, they have no place in the 
Republican party, with which they are so far 
out of sympathy that no real union is possible. 
Mr. Hoover is too practical to take up his 
stand in that no-man’s land. The difficulty in 
persuading him that he is a Democrat arises 
from the general impression that the Republi- 
cans are going to win this time. Mr. Hoover 
dwells in that myth. He could come out as a 
Democrat and beat any Republican, since no 
Republican is going to stand for any of the 
things for which he stands; but Mr. Hoover is 
an executive and not a two-story thinker. He 
cannot expose his understanding to the west 
wind, as Socrates can, and know what the feel- 
ing in the West is. He is merely our greatest 
humanitarian, and not one of our political 
psychologists. Give him money and he will 
feed the hungry as no one else can; but Mr. 
Antwine can take a divining rod and find out 
what the people are going to do next while Mr. 
Hoover is trying to orient himself in this other 
world. Arizona pays no attention to what Mr. 
Hoover thinks he is. She puts him in her 
presidential poll as a Democrat.

them is the convention's recognition | 
of Russia’s vital need for railroad | 
reconstruction—the leitmotif of her | 
economic symphony.

/nossor, former Soviet purchasing | 
‘agent in America, in the following | 
impassioned harangue: | 

“The destiny of the republic ash 
pends on the railroads; the destiny | 
of the railroads upon the repair of | 
locomotives. Thus upon the repair! 
of locomotives depends today the 
fate of the state so gloriously created} 
by the heroic efforts of the Russian 
proletariat. Three months Ago | 
Trotzky launched the cry, ‘Prole- | 
tarians to horse!’ (a reference to the!

alry corps.) The Russian proletariat | 
mounted on horseback and won the | 
victory.

be submitted to Congress. Occasion- 
ally «Daniels would “lend’’ him to a 
congressional committee dealing 
with the estimates, so that he 
learned: the business of drawing up 
a naval bill from both the executive 
and the legislative angles.

UNDER A SUPERVISOR 


Joseph Sought to Have Jurisdic- 
tion Over Village and Thous- 
ands of Acres of Land. 


Cahokia, one of the oldest villages 
in Illinois and the first county seat of 
St. Clair County, will soon emerge 
from a “receivership” government 
and again be in charge of a super- 
visor, whose importance and respon- 
sibility is disproportionate to the 
population, which is about 200. 

Joseph Souget, who was elected 
Supervisor of Cahokia on March 1, 
has qualified for the office by fur- 
nishing a nominal bond of $3500, and 
it is expected he will soon furnish a 
bond of $35,000, the amount demand 
ed by the County Court, before he is 
placed in full charge of village af- 
faire. At the election March 1, 40 
votes were cast. 

Cahokia covers 200 acres, and its 
seven miles south of Hast St. Louis 
but the supervisor has jurisdiction 
over thousands of acres of land, 
which was given to the village by 
act of Congress in 1812, some of 
which is close to the free bridge, and 
is considered valuable for manufac- 
turing and railroad purposes. 

The land outside of the village 
over which the Supervisor original- 
ly had juriediction is known as Ca- 
hokia Commons, and extends north- 
ward, embracing most of East St. 
Louis.

PACKARD SOLVES THE 
PISTON SLAP PROBLEM 


Ever since the beginning of the 
automobile industry, the piston slap 
has existed in safe obscurity, under 
the protection of the major car 
noises. How, with the elimination 
of these more offensive sounds, the 
“piston slap” was discovered, diag- 
nosed and finally cured, was told by 
Mr. P. 8S. Anderson, manager of the 
Passenger Transportation Depart- 
ment of the Packard Motor Car Co. 
of Missouri. 

“After considerable experimenta- 
tion by manufacturers,” says Mr. An- 
derson, “the piston slap was finally 
eliminated by a device so simple that 
even now there are engineers who 
will hardly believe it. Thousands of 
dollars were spent in the experi- 
mental rooms to get a correct and 
practical solution of the problem. 

“It came one day and it was start- 
lingly simple—so simple that the 
engineers were incredulous. The 
problem was solved by drilling the 
hole in the piston for the piston pin 
slightly to one side, instead of ex- 
actly in the center as before. Merely 
a slight offset given to the piston 
pin, so that the piston was unbal- 
anced on the connecting rod, and 
the ‘slap’ was cured forever. It costs 
not a cent more, and yet it is doing 
the work in tle best motors, such as 
the Packard, where the manufactur- 
ers have obtained licenses under the 
patent.”

other matters. 


“Having refused to allow’ my 
name to be put into the pri- 
maries hitherto at every place 
where I have been consulted— 
so far as I know it has only been 
done in the states of California 
and Michigan and one solitary 
district outside, and as there is 
little organization on my behalf, 
except the clubs that have 
sprung up spontanedysly over 
the country and as most of the 
primaries are closed, and at this 
late date no  ~organizatidn i¢ 
possible that could compete with 
other organizations—I do not 
consider my friends will find any 
advantage in that direction in 
other primaries. Those who 
think I should be nominated will, 
I belleve, find their energies bet- 
ter applied to promotion of their 
views to the country and the 
delegates already named, with 
full respect to their prier 
pledges. 

No Apology for Letter. 

“I had no expectation that my 
entrance into this situation 
would be welcomed by the type 
of person who conceives that fit- 
ness for office, patriotism and 
citizenship, depend upon placing 
sheer partisanship above na- 
tional interest or who reavire 
years of demonstrated partici- 
pation in work with mechanical 
politicians. I cannot assist these 
people with explanations trying 
to prove that I belong to their 
class.

COMPULSORY TRAINING FEATURES 
SENATE COMMITTEE ARMY BILL 


Debate on Measure That Differs 
Radically From One Passed by 
House to Begin Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—The 


Senate today cleared the way for 
consideration of legislation propos- 
ing establishment of a definite mill- 
tary policy. Debate on the army re- 
organization bill framed by the Sen- 
ate Military Committee is to begin 
Monday, and its passage in about 10 
days or two weeks is predicted by 
Senate leaders. 

The bill differs radically from the 
House measure passed March 18, in 
that it provides for compulsory mil- 
itary training, consolidation of the 
National Guard, regular army and 
reserves composed of trained men 
into one citizens’ army, and also for 
a general staff eligibility system sim- 
ilar to that in the French army. 

The House bill left the compulsory 
military training issue for separate 
legislation and retained the general 
features of the present army organi- 
zation, with provision for a regular 
establishment of $300,000 enlisted 
men and 17,000 officers as compared 
with 280,000 and 18,000, respective-

Louisville and Lexington papers 
calls for correspondents in Fleming. 


The mob had cut the wires. 

Associated Press headquarters in 
Chicago kept calling for news of the 
negro’s fate. Then orders were 
flashed by Louisville papers to cor- 
respondents in counties adjoining 
Fleming to take the road in automo- 
biles. It was too far from Louisville 
to send reporters. Lexington papers 
sent their men in cars. 

In a little printing office in Mays- 
ville two young women who were 
publishing an eight-page morning 
daily were grinding away on copy for 
the lone linotype when an Associated 
Press telegram was received telling 
of the negro’s capture.

PATIENTS, TRANSFERRED, REFUSE

Fourteen Sent From Koch Hospital 
for Obseryation—Nine Ask to 
Be Returned. 

When Hospital Commissioner 
Shutt, Director of Public Welfare 
Schmoll and members of the grand 
jury went to Koch Hospital Wednes- 
day to investigate complaints of tu- 
berculosis patients concerning mis- 
treatment, inadequate food and in- 
sanitary conditions, Commissioner 
Shutt saw several patients whom he 
suspected of being “time servers,” 
whom he ordered examined with a 
view to discharging them. 

Fourteen of these natients, after a 
preliminary examination at Koch 
Hospital Friday, were sent to the 
city hospital for prolonged observa- 
tion. Among them were B. W. Mor- 
ahan, who wrote the letters of com- 
plaint, and four others who signed 
one of them. Nine of the 14, in- 
cluding the five complainants, re- 
fused to enter the city hospital, and 
were allowed to go at liberty. They 
said they could not stand confine- 
ment in a ward at the city hospital. 

When notified by Dr. Rolla Henry,, 
manager of the city hospital, that 
the nine refused to enter, and de- 
manded to be sent back to Koch 
Hospital, where they could get fresh 
air and sunshine which, they said. 
they felt they needed, Commissioner

ours.” Three of the 14 left the am- 
bulances on the way to the city hos- 
pital.

INTENT OF THE U. § 


Summary of the Notes Ex- 
changed on Bolivia-Peru 
Question Is Made Public.

WASHINGTON, Apri! 3.—In mak- 
ing public today a summary of the 
notes recently exchanged by the 
Chilean Foreign Office and Ameri- 
can Ambassador Shea at Santiago, 
the State Department said the com- 
munications indicated the “farm and 
cordial feeling existing between the 
two countries.” 

The exchange, the 
statement added, “is further proof of 
the fact that there was not the 
slightest misrepresentation on the 
part of the Chilean Government of 
the purpose and intent of the note 
sent by the Government of the 


| United States to Chile in connection 


with the controversy that had arisen 
between Bolivia and Peru with ref- 
erence to the Port of Arica.” 

A summary of the notes was con- 
tained in press dispatches from 
Buenos Aires received in this coun- 
try Thursday. 

BUENOS AIRES, April 3.—Joseph 
Shea, United States Ambassador to 
Chile, has answered the recent note 
of Foreign Minister Huidobro of 
Chile, rejecting intervention by 
Washington in “the. Tacna and 
Arica case or any other,” according 
to advices from Santiago. 

Shea’s communication explains 
that the policy of nonintervention 
was incorporated in the policy of 
the United States many years ago, 


‘and says that the definition of the 


North American attitude as given by 


Secretary of State Colby, that the 
United States did not intend to in- 
tervene in the present dispute or 
exercise pressure is perfectly in ac- 
cord with my opinion.”

Something Coming to Georges. 
ARPENTIER is entitled to some 
recompense. He lost his in 

the war and was a regular fellow 

in the matter of risking his life for 
his country.

It is unfortunate, how- 

ever, that his gleanings must be at 
the expense of pugilistic followers 

and through advertising based on a 

contest that may not take place. for 

it ie doubtful on several accounts, if 
the title fight between Dempsey and 


Carpentier is held in this country.

Riding for a Fall. 

HE trend of our professional 

pugilism seems to be wrong. Tt 
needs controlling influence, The 
tendency ‘to exalt the victor and to 
turn him into a showman in other 
lines than that in which he won 
fame, is overbalancing the game. 

If we believe Senator Davenpor? 
(a college professor representing a 
New York district in the New York 
State Legisiature), the prevailing 
condition in professional boxing in- 


dicates the decay of the country— 
yep, he said it. In connection with 
the proposed passage of the Walker 
boxing bill, the Senator rose to re- 
mark, in part: 

“In ancient Greece, where box- 
ing had its genesis and where it 
was the principal athletic sport at 
one time, they started out to com- 
mercialize and professionalize it. 
The result was that boxing went 
into decay and Greece went with 
it."’ 

However, Senator, we still have 
hopes, both for boxing and the coun- 
try. 


New ‘Boxing Class Needed. 


LTHOUGH a few boxers are 
clamoring for adherence to the 


old scale of ring weights, it is ob-/| 


wious that a new order of things is 
being recognized, not only in isolated 
places, but throughout the world. 


Tt is almost a certainty that, as a re- | 


sult of the change of viewpoints, the 
limits in one or two classes will be 
definitely changed. 

The first change to be recognized, 
if ever a national board controls af- 
fairs in this country, will be the set- 
ting back of the weighing time from 
ringside to six or eight hours before 
a contest. 

It is equally probable that the 
welterweight maximum will be lift- 


ed to 145 and the lightweight to 135 
pounds, at 3 o’clock (or six hours 
before the contest). 

If this change is made, there are 
others that should go along with it. 
A new class, weight limit 128 pounds, 
should be introduced; or the feather- 
weight limit should be increased to 
125 pounds, with the bantam and 


fiyweight limits also raising a few 
pounds, say 118 and 112 pounds,

Now Joe—one of the best men 
of color the ring has ever known— 
instead of suffering to be petted 
and fussed over, grabbed his cloth 
cap, and turning round to Dan Mc- 
Ketrick, his manager <{now, I arn 
told, an oil magnate bulging with 
money), drawled: 

“Say, I had better be going. The 
missus is waiting way home for 
me."’ 

And Jeannette made for his lodg- 
ings some little distance from 
Luna Park, where the fight had 
taken place.

two trips to get these geese to the 
house. Of course eight geese made 
an awkward load to pack, but if’! 
had bundled them up in pack traps, 
I could not have handled them. I am 
sure that they weighed close to 100 
pounds. 

I have found that all geese are thin 
and light of weight when they come 
from the north. They are in their 
prime in the spring when they stop 
in their northern flight in a sec- 
tion where they can get to over- 
flowed corn -fields by short flights 
from some undisturbed river sand 
bar. They fatten in the fall when 
they stop long enough on the prairie 
to feed on the grain fields, but like 
the prairie canvasback they are at 
their best when corn fed in the 
spring. 

Remember, I am writing of a time 
when the weese were not chased from 
field to field with an automobile and 
kept on the move by means of every 
killing device known to man. 

A goose is like a hog. Give him 
a. fresh water sand bar, plenty of 
soaked corn and a quiet landscape, 
and he will get hog fat. On the 
other hand, chase him around and he 
develops Into the same kind of a bird 
as the razor-back hog of Florida,

FORMER PRESIDENT OF 
URUGUAY KILLS EDITOR 


Duel Results From Editorial 
Calling Jose Battle of Or- 
dones ‘Champion of Fraud.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, April 3. 
—Political sexcitement prevails in 
this city today as a result of the 
death of Washington Beltran, editor 
of the Newspaper El Pais, in a duel 
with former President Jose Battle y 
Ordones, yesterday. The National- 
ist party has called a meeting of its 
leaders and the Chamber of Depu- 
ties held a meeting last night, dis- 
cussing the tragedy. 

After the last elections 
guay, the Nationalists accused the 
“Battleistes,” the party headed by 
the former President, of frauds. This 
organization is a section of the Colo- 
radist party, which is at present in 
political control here, and Beltran’s 
newspaper, in an editorial discuss- 
ing the elections, called Battle the 
“champion of fraud.” It was this 
utterance that led to the fatal duel. 

Meet in Pouring Rain. 

The ‘opponents met orn a football 
field in the midst of a pouring rain- 
storm. Senator Lionet Aguirre and 
Deputy Francisco Larreta appeared

Because of 
the rain the two men decided to 
keep on their hats, but Beltran 
changed his straw hat for a felt, so 
that both might be on even terms. 
Both Miss First Shots. 
Standing 25 paces apart, the duel- 
ists were given the word to fire, both 
missing on the first exchange. Be- 
fore Beltran could fire a second shot 
he was struck by a bullet from Bat-

service—Was 11 years old when be ‘enlisted, although of man’s 
Has been shaving since he was 10, plaved football with college students 


at age of 8—Liked army 
so well he re-enlisted 
‘for six months with

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SOLDIER in the army at the age of 1!—a vet- 
eran credited with two years overseas 
service at 14! This is the remarkable 
record of a Missouri boy, who, in all 
likelihood, is the youngest soldier in 
“this man's army.” 

Age, however, is the only man’s quality 


that he lacks. He has the rest of them—weight (he 
tips the beam at 170); height (and is 5 feet 10 inches 
tall); beard (he has been shaving since he was 10); 


nerve and all the rest of it. When he was 8 or 9 years 
old he got into practice scrimmages with a college foot- 
ball team, and was considered “rough.” It runs in the 
family; he has a brother of similar attainments. This 
story, however, is of the soldier himself. 

His name is Raymond Burleigh, although he is listed 
in Uncle Sam’s records as Private Fred DeReaux. 
His parents are Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Burleigh of St. 
Joseph, and they are now trying to obtain his re- 
lease, on the ground that he has done for his 
country all that a 14-year-old boy could fairly be 
erpected to do. In this effort they are receiving no 
assistance whatever from their son, who likes the 
atmy and is satisfied to serve out his enlistment, which 
expires in July. 


Illustrating his attitude concerning the army, it is 
a fact that when the armistice had been signed and 
the units were being sent home, Raymond re-enlisted 
for an additional six months’ service with the army of 
occupation on the: Rhine. He arrived in this country 
a month ago, having been absent two years and one 
month. And now he is grumbling because his parents 
are trying to obtain his discharge! 


Missouri already had a candidate for the honor 
of being the youngest soldier in the A. FE. F. in the 
person of James E. L. Willerton of Hannibal, who 
enlisted when he was 15, fought at Chateau-Thierry, 
St. Mihiel, Soissons and Mont Blanc and came home 
last August a Corporal, at the age of 17. This newly 
discovered boy soldier is the first one put forward to 
contest Willerton’s position, and it now appears that 
the honor is secure for Missouri—perhaps the distinc- 
tion of having the two youngest fighters in the A. E. F 
belongs to the State. Willerton’s experiences were de- 


scribed in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine Must 
Sept. 21. 


It was foreordained that Raymond Burleigh would 
get into the service, unless the hand of fate inter 
vened. He wanted in so much that nothing could 
keep him out. His first attempt was in April, 1917, 
a few days after the declaration of war. 


At this time he was 11 years old, but possessing the 
physical proportions of a youth several years older. 
As a matter of fact he had begun to shave a year 
before that. The attempt to enlist might have suc- 
ceeded had it not been discovered and checkmated in 
time by his father. 

Two months later his mother learned to her alarm 
that Raymond had applied for enlistment in the 
navy, bad passed the examinations and had been ac 
cepted. All that remained was for him to be sworn in. 
Again the parents stepped in and cancelled this pro- 
gram. Raymond now appeared to be reconciled to his 
parents’ opposition to a military career for him. 

One day in July, however, he came home much ex- 
cited, and went to his room. His mother followed.

“Nothing, nothing at all, mother; I'm just going out 
for a minute; I'll tell you about it later,” he replied, 
avoiding her eyes.

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At six Oclock we cleaned our cells, 
At seven all was still, 
But the sough and swing of a mighty wing 
The prison seemed to fill, 
For the Lord of Death with icy breath 
Had entered in to kill, 
—From “The Baliqgd of Reading Gaol.” 


LL the world has shuddered with Oscar Wilde 
over the agonizing vigil he kept near 
his companion-felon, the murderer who 
had to swing. But the poet himself was 
not under sentence to the gallows, and 
only once, so far as is known, did he 
watch through the night where ‘crooked 
shapes of terror crouched,” and hear the clock smite 
the hour of death for another. 

What was his mental torture compared with that 
of Charles Douhitt, a young Kentuckian, the story of 
whose singular and terrible fate has just become 
known? Douhitt, a convicted murderer, sentenced to 
the electric chair, lay for 31 months in Eddyville pris- 
ou, forgotten of the law. Each time the iron gate of 
the death house clanged upon its hinges, he believed 
the order had come setting the hour for his death. 

And on eight occasions men walked past his cell to 
the chamber from which there was no returning; eight 
times he heard the tigerish purr of the dynamo and its 
snarlings as the current drove through human flesh; 
eight times did the Lord of Death enter in to kill— 
until Gov. Morrow, accidentally learning of the prison- 
er's grewsome plight, saved him by commuting his 
punishment to life imprisonment. 

Douhitt is 23 years old and was born in Woodford 
County, Ky. He # more than six feet tall and weighs 
195 pounds. In 1916 he was working as a tobacco 
stripper on a farm in Scott County. On the night of 
Dec. 31, he and a friend, Vernon Sims, employed at 
similar work, were riding in a buggy together on the 
Georgetown and Paines Depot pike. They had left the 
buggy and were walking up the road when a quarrel 
arose over politics. Douhitt shot Sims dead, and then 
telephoned to the! Sheriff telling where he could be 
found. According'to Douhitt, he was intoxicated when 
he committed the murder. 

He was locked up in thé Scott County jail, and his 
trial was called on June 11, 1917. As the prisoner was 
penniless, the Court appointed an attorney to defend 
him. The jury found him guilty of murder in the 
first degree on testimony What the crime was unpro- 
veoked, and Judge Stout read to him a verdict con- 
demning him tO make expiation in the electric chair. 

On Aug. 8, Douhitt and two other prisoners escaped 
from the Georgetown Jail. He went home and &ate din- 
ner with his father, mother and sisters. ‘Il thought 
I had to die soon,” he says, “and might as well get 
out and eat dinner with them for the last time.’ After 
finishing the meal he telephoned to the Sheriff and 
told where he was. 

After that, on Aug. 20, 1917, Douhitt was transferred 
to Eddyville prison and installed in a cell in the death 
house, the section reserved for prisoners sentenced to 
capital punishment. The ensuing legal proceedings 
may be summed up briefly. An appeal had been taken 
to the Court of Appeals, which affirmed the sentence 
on March 19, 1918. he death warrant was sent to 
Gov. Stanley to be signed. Douhitt’s attorney filed a 
formal application for a commutation of the sentence 
to life imprisonment, and then, having done al! in his 
power, stepped out of the case. 

With the placing of the warrant in Gov. Stanley’s 
hands, the strange part of the case begins. For some 
reason, it was misplaced, and Gov. Stanley passed out 
ot office without taking action. He was succeeded by 
Gov. Black, and the matter does not seem to have been 
brought to his attention. Gov. Black was succeeded by 
the present executive, Gov. Morrow, and still the man 
sentenced to death lay forgotten in his cell. 

So the months passed until the night of March 11 of 
this year. Douhitt declared that he complained occa- 
sionally to the Warden, who says he believed the 
Governor had the case under advisement, and that it 
was not his place to interfere. ‘They are considering 
your case,” he would tell the prisoner. 

The night of March 11 was that on which Will Lock- 
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ett, negro murderer of little Geneva Hardman, was put 
to death at Eddyville prison. An attempt to lynch 
Lockett led to the Lexington riots, in which six persons 
were killed. A reporter from Louisville was assigned 
to “cover” the execution of the negro. While passing 
through “death row” the reporter heard a voice calling 
him, and saw a face pressed against the bars of one 
of the cells. 


“Tell them if they're going to kill me, for God's 
to go altead,”’ were the incomprehensible words spok- 
en to the visitor. On inquiry he learned the prisoner's 
story, and promised to repeat it to Gov. Morrow. He 
kept his promise. 


“It’s news to me,” said the Governor when the Louis- 
ville reporter called on him a few days later at the 
executive mansion. ‘| remember the case, but I pre- 
sumed Douhitt had been executed long ago.” It was 
ov March 23 that Gov. Morrow signed the order com- 
muting the sentence to life imprisonment, thus ending 
the prisoner’s hideous suspense of 31 months in the 
death house. 

Douhitt’s cell was separated from the grim chamber 
of death only by the barred door and a narrow hall- 
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Past that cell from time to time eight men, 
erect and defiant, some weeping and unable to 


walk, went to their doom. With all of them Douhitt - 


had become acquainted, as men do who are facing the 
same awful end. In the order of their deaths they 
were: Melville Collins, Carter County; Jim Lawler, 
Kenton County; Pat Kearney, Kenton County; James 
Howard, McCracken County, Louis A. Marris, Mason 
County; Lube Martin, Calloway County; Charles Music, 
Boyd County, and Will Lockett, Fayette County. 
Douhitt had, of course, no inkling that his own re- 
prieve was due to the fact that the law had forgotten 


him. Whenever the Sheriff entered the death house, . 


he could not but believe that this time it must be 
for the purpose of setting the hour of his death. But 
the law picked its victims to the right and to the left 
of him, and he remained alive. It appeared to him 
a ghastly game of tag, enduring day after day for near- 
ly three years, in which he was always on the point 
of becoming “it and always escaping. 


“When they took Lawler and Kearney and killed 
themm.on the same day,” he says, “I thought sure my 
time had come. Every minute [I looked for them to 
lead me out.”’ . 


Other men came into the death house, remained for 
a month or so—long enough to get acquainted—lifted 
their prayers aloud in the watches of nights, told 
Douhitt good-by and vanished to their doom. At last 
the endless strain had its inevitable effect. Douhitt © 
convinced himself that death itself would be preferable 
to this savage suspense. He begged the Warden to let 
him be the next to pass into the chamber of death. His 
constantly repeated prayer was: “God, please end my 
torture.” 


“I don’t know how I stood it,” he says now. “Of 
course, there was nothing else to do. Each time the 
door of the death room was opened, I thought it was 
meant for me; that my time had been set. And when- 
ever they started the dynamo, it sounded like murder 
to me. After a man had gone in and been killed, 1 
couldn't sleep for days. 


“I could not help putting myself in the place of 
every man who went by to his end, and ed time 
one of them died it was worse than death to . When 
they would bring the body out on a stretcher, I would 
think that any day my own body might be carried out 
that way. Sometimes in the middle of the night I 
would wake up with a start, thinking [ heard the guard 
saying: ‘Everything is ready, Charlie.’ 


“I’ve heard the death warrant read to eight men, and 
I've talked and sung and prayed with them. I've heard 
their cries when they were led to the chair. Some of 
them died game, and some were afraid; but in my 
mind 1 suffered death with them all. I shook hands 
with all of them except Collins. But I couldn't make 
myself feel very sorry for Lockett... Anyone who 
would kill a little child as he did is a brute. But I 
hated to see the other seven men go. When my re- 
prieve came there were only two men left in the 
death house. They were myself and Joe.” 


The latter is Joe Hughes, a negro, sentenced to be — 


electrocuted, who had the cell adjoining Douhitt’s. 
Hughes has been in the death house for more than 
two years, and has seen two prisoners sent forth to the 
chair. According to Deputy Warden John Baldtree, 
Douhitt was a model prisoner, pleasant and obedient. 
He recently joined the Christian Churcii and was bap- 
tized in prison.

HE average American bome is being at- 
tacked again with one of the most antique 
of petty frauds. The enlargement shark 
had appeared like a plague of locusts. 
His game is to enlarge photographs for a 
nominal sum, and then to sell his vic- 
tim a frame for the enlargement at about 
quadruple its value. This swindle has been practiced 
for upward of 75 years. The marvel is that it is find- 
ing more victims today than ever before. 

‘Fifty years ago hardly a farm or small town home 
was without its gallery of photographic enlargements. 
In those days the fraud was worked a bit more gently 
than today. It was then the fashion to go to a rustic 
end tell him that he would be given an enlargement 
free if he would agree to hang it on his wall and recom- 
mend the makers to his friends and neighbors. It was 
a sort of advertising dodge, since worked in many 
branches of fraudulent enterprise and often employed 
by the confidence man. The farmer gave his photo- 
graph, and a plain silverprint enlargement was made. 
This was often touched up a bit by hand. Silverprints 
of the right size cost about eight cents in the old days. 
Naturally, the picture men could afford to be generous 
with them. * 

But when it came to receiving the enlargement, the 
farmer's attgntion was called to the fact that he had 
agreed to hang and display the picture. To do this 
he must have a frame. He bought it from the picture 
men, usually for a price much too high. From $8 to $20 
were the prices of those days. So the farmer who 
had expected. to get something free found himself 
caught for an unexpected and forced outlay. 

But in the course of years the picture enlargement 
canvasser got to be about as welcome as the book 
agent at the door of the farmer and townsman. The 
door was slammed in his face, the dogs set on him, and 
the Constables told to see to his mobility. Moreover, 
the people were waking to the fact that they could 
take the enlargement as a gift or pay a few cents for 
it and then have it framed at the nearst town for about 
half the price asked by the canvasser. Something 
had to be done. ) 

About that time a resourceful Chicago artist came 
forward with the convex oval enlargement, requiring 
a specially moulded glass and a patent frame. This 
idea at once displaced all older forms. The convex 
enlargement took the field 15 years ago and it bas 
driven to sleep all competitors. Incidentally, it brought 
the picture enlargement fraud back to a vigor un- 
dreamed of.

And it is the convex enlargement game that has 
now descended on various cities. 

Knowing that an enlargement canvasser is likely 
to be harshly received, the modern agent has invented 
a dodge. He rings the bell, holding in his hand a 
dozen small envelopes, some of which contain num- 
bered tickets. When the mistress of the house answers 
he greets her cofdially and holds out the envelopes, 
saying: 

“Good morning, lady. Please draw one of the tick- 
ets. They're free. Positively no obligation on your 
part.”

This says that the customer is not 
obliged to buy a frame. It says so in large type. 

The woman puts her name down on the contract and 
the canvasser goes blithely next door. 

What the duped woman has not understood is that 
she has signed a paper agreeing to pay $2.95 on the 
showing of the preliminary print, or, failing this, to 
furnish a list of materials for the painting—said list 
being unspecified. She also has failed to note that she 
has agreed to sign an indorsement of the alleced art 
institute and its work. 

After a few days a second man appears. He is 
dressed in a slouch hat and a flowing Windsor tie. 
His hair is long. Ergo, he is the artist. He dis- 
plays to the woman a plain silverprint enlargement, 
explaining that it is @ mere crude sample. He in- 
quires as to the color of the hair, eyes, clothing, etc., 
and makes notes. In the same breath he opens his 
case and brings out a beautifully finished portrait of a 
handsome woman, wel) framed, well painted. This, 
he says, is what the customer's picture will look like. 

The woman is entranced. She absorbs the enthusi- 
asm of the alleged artist. He begins to sound her out 
on the furnishing of the materials. He draws out a 
slip and rattles off a Nest of colors, oils, finishes, 
brushes, canvas and what not? These the woman must 
furnish. The work itself is free. Where can she get 
these things? 

He offers a solution. If she wil) pay him $2.95 he 
will furnish the materials. He assured her that she 
could not buy them for so little herself. She pays. He 
explains to her once more that she must sign the agree- 
ment of indorsement when she receives the painting 
She “understands fully.” 

With that he moves toward the door. But he stops 
as if suddenly remembering an important point. 

“By the way,” says he, “you know we do not sell 
frames and don't deal in them. Our contract says you 
are not compelled to buy one, but you should have a 
nice frame for this lovely picture. If you want one 
we will be glad to get it from the factory at cost.”’
